Aug. 13.—William Jennings Hryan and 
Arthur Scwiill were formally notified 
Wednesday night that they "were the 
choice of the democratic party for the 
highest otlices iu the gift of the people 
of the United Slates. 


Whatever might lie the political in- 


clinations of any person who attended 
this grand ratification of the demouracy 
at the spacious Madison Square Gar- 
den, 
ho must have been permeated 


with the blindest prejudice not to have 
been thrilled by the excitement and 
the enthusiasm which prevailed during 
the entire time the notification cere- 
monies lasted. 


The presence of so stupendous a 


crowd of human beings was in itself 
an eloquent tribute to the importance 
attached to the occasion. 
And such a 


crowd as it was. 
Men and women 


poured 
into 
the 
-vast auditorium' 


through many inlets. They came in 
droves, in sections and in orderly 
inarching step. The opening of the doors 
was followed by a hurrying, scurrying 
rush of feet and in they came, shout- 
ing, jumping, shoving, pushing, all in- 
tent on reaching tV.e places best avail- 
able to sec and hear all that was to be 
seen and heard. 
After a while the in- 


gress became more orderly and the en- 
trance of the audience settled down 
into a constant inflow of human be- 
ings. 


Outside the garden the wildest ex- 


citement had been prevailing. 


At 0 o'clock Inspector Cortrigbt, who 


had been placed iu charge of the po- 
lice arrangement, established his post 
it the corner of JMadison avenue and 
Twenty-sixth, and began the work of 
'Totalling his assistants and commands, 
[n a very short time a cordon of police 
lad been perfected on the four sides of 


building and none wore permitted 


to cross the line until the time adver- 
tised for the opeuiiig of the doors. 
Over one thousand uniformed police- 
men were stationed in and about the 
hall. At 7 o'clock 
the doors were 


hrown open and despite the efforts of 
the police to restrain them the crowds 
on every side made desperate rushes 
for the entrances. 


A wild scene of turmoil ensued at the 


main entrance—men, women and po- 
licemen were jumbled together in an 
indiscriminate mob. Men . tore each 
others and their own clothes in their 
frantic endeavors to gain admission 
and matters looked serious for some 
moments. Shriek after shriek came 
from the women in the struggling mass 
and two or three of them fainted. 
Then the police rallied and with a. vig- 
orous use of their clubs formed a line 
and thereafter there was a semblance 
of order. 


From floor to roof the garden was 


crowded with human beings. The heat 
was not so intense as might have been 
expected, but it was hot enough, and 
perspiring humanity brought fans in 
plenty. Overheated men took off their 
coats and unloosened their collars. 


It was not an evening dress crowd. 


Those who came wore garments suit- 
able to the weather, and the neglige 
shirt was a close second to its boiled 
brother. 


There was little decoration in the 


hall. 
The speaker's 
rostrum 
was 


simply covered with the drapery of an 
American standard, while the gallery 
spaces, immediately behind it, were 
decorated more elaborately, but with 
the same material. 
That was all 


with the exception of two gigantic por- 
traits of William J. Bryan and Arthur 
Sewall, one on each side of the stand. 


Seats^on the platform immediately in 


the rear of the rostrum had been re 
served for members of the nation a' 
committee, members of the notification 
committee and a few distinguishec 
democrats. Senator Jones, of Arkan 
sas, chairman of the national commit- 
tee, 
was an early comer. 
Senator 


Stewart, of Nevada, a pioneer in the 
silver cause, was conspicuous by his 
white beard and the broad brimmec 
cream 
colored 
hat 
held 
in 
hi 


hand. 
Many 
of 
his 
colleagues 


in the federal senate were, near at hand 
There were the two T>onisiana senators 
lilanchard and Caffery; Camden, o: 
West Virginia; Klackburn. of Ken 
tricky; Tillman, of South Carolina, anc 
a number of congressmen, including 
McMillin. of Tennessee. 
In the boxes 


surrounding the platform were seatet 
Mrs. 
Bryan, ex-Congressman and Mrs 


Bland, Senator Blackburn, of Ken 
lucky; Congressman Svilzer. of JS"':".* 
York, and Walsh, of New York; (ren 
Bond, of Marj-land. and many others. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bland entered the gar 


den nt 7:JO so quietly and unostenta 
tiously that no one noticed their en 
trance. Just prior to that time lh< 
vast audience had been growing itnpa 
tient. 


An emotional silverite gave vent t 


his feeling by calling for three cheers

the vast majority of the audience did 
not understand the sporadic cheering 
in the audience aud the handcjapping 
ou the stand. 


But it was when the young wife of 


the young Nebraska nominee entered 
the-box reserved forr the use of herself 
and her Iriencls that the assemblage 
let itself loose for the first time. 
Cheer after cheer went up from floor 
and gallery aud platform, and the dark 
skinned little woman opened her eyes 
in surprise and then went ahead, calm- 
ly settling herself in her seat in the 
box nearest to and to the right of the 
rostrum. 


But the cheering continued, and men 


got up on their chairs and waved hats 
and fans in their desire to do honor to 
the wife of the democratic candidate. 
Women, too, rose and joined in the 
shouting, and soon it looked as though 
the whole audience was on its feet 
yelling with might aud main. Mrs. 
iryan rose to bow her thanks. The 
hearing became more intense. She 
jowetl again and again, and still they 
iheered. Finally the cheering ceased 
\nd Mrs. Bryan began 
wielding a 


>roacl palm leaf and surveyed the au- 
licnce. She was attired simply in a 
vaist of light gray silk crossed with 
)lack bars and a dark skirt. 
A little 


ilack jet turban, adorned with a white 
\igrette was on her head. Mrs. Bryan 
Hid entered the hall on the arm of 
William P. St. John. Mrs. St. John 
could not attend on account of illness, 
ind the wife of Gov. Stone came in 
ler place. In the box with Mrs. Bryan 
were Mr. and Mrs. Bland , Mrs. Stone, 
Mrs. Maeey, of New York, aud Clark 
ilowell, editor of the Atlanta Constitu- 
ion. 


It was just eight o'clock when Mr. 


Ri-yan entered. He had reached the 
garden in company with his wife and 
Mr. St. John, but had remained below 
until they were seated. 
They had 


been conveyed to the Twenty-seventh 
street entrance from which the police 
:iad kept back the croyd and the ar- 
rival of the candidate was not known 


the struggling masses around the 


other doors. 


But when he stepped on the stand 


and was recognized by many in the 
•mdience, a great 
cheer wont up. 


"Bryan, Bryan, Bryan," was the shout 
of those who knew him, and as others 
in the crowd realized that tho hero of 
the evening had come the cheering be- 
came louder, and threatened not to 
stop. 
But it did stop at last, and those 


who timed it said that the ovation 
lasted six minutes. It was the first 
tribute of the enthusiastic. 
The crowd 


was reserving itself for tho event of the 
evening. 


At 8:15 Senator Jones, of Arkansas, 


chairman of the national committee, 
after several attempts'to call the audi- 
ence to order, managed to get enough 
quiet to announce he had been directed 
by the national committee to nominate 
as chairman of the meeting Hon. Elliott 
Danforth, of New York. Mr. Danforth 
was cheered with hearty good will. 
He told the people that he knew they 
did not want a speech and he was 
not going to disappoint them. 
He 


closed by presenting Gov. William A. 
Stone, of Missouri, chairman of the 
committee on notification. There were 
more cheers as the tall, spare form of 
Missouri's chief executive rose from his 
place on the stand and came forward 
to give formal notification to Messrs. 
Bryan and Sewall of their nomination 
by the democratic convention. 


Toward the end of his speech the 


audience began to grow impatient and 
cried for Bryan. 


When Gov. Stone concluded with the 


notification of his nomination to Mr. 
Bryan, a man began to wave a big 
American flag over the latter's head. 
The crowd went wild with enthusiasm 
and rose as a man when Chairman 
Danforth stepped forward and intro- 
duced Mr. Bryan. Then came a dem- 
onstration that far exceeded those that 
had followed the mention of Mr. Bry- 
an's name previously in the evening. 
The scene p-csented was strongly rem- 
iniscent of the tur^ult that raged in 
the Coliseum at Chicago when Bryan 
finished the effort preceding his nomi- 
nation. 


Thisdcmonstration lasted for several 


minutes. When quiet had been partially 
restored Mr. Bryan rose and stepped to 
the front and center of the speaker'; 
platform. 
In his hand he had a manu- 


script copy of his speech. His face 
was pale, but he was cool and calm. 
He began to speak slowly, but was 
obliged to stop, for the demonstration 
had sporadic spasms before it died. His 
voice was firm, but showed signs of 
hoarseness. The strain of the speech- 
making journey from Chicago to Pitts- 
burgh had been too much to allow quick 
recovery of the vocal organs and Bryan 
could not make himself heard so dis- 
tinctly as in the Coliseum. But it was 
only in the galleries in the rear of the 
garden that everything he said could 
not be heard, and after his speech had 
proceeded a while many in these points 
of disadvantage began leaving, until 
they became comparatively empty be- 
fore the effort was concluded. 


Mr. Bryan read from manuscript but 


occasionally he dropped the sheets of 
paper and spoke earnestly and vehe- 
mently without looking at them. 


When he concluded, after speaking1 


an hour and forty minutes, there was 
another 
demonstration, but it was 


brief. The fur galleries had perceptibly 
dwindled, and the crowd had shouted 
itself into the same condition of voice 
that Mr. Bryan was. 
Clov. 
Stone, 


at the conclusion of the cheering, 
turned to Mr. Arthur Sewatl, the vice 
presidential candidate, and in a few 
words formally notified him of his 
nom- 


ination. Gov. Stone's remarks were 
not audible even to those who sat near 
the platform. 
The audience had be- 


come restless and were in great disor- 
der. It was evident that the people 
who had sat out the great speech of 
Mr. Bryan were anxious to get out in 
the fresh air. 


The chairman rapped many times for 


order, but could not quiet the audi- 
ence. Mr. SewnH was obliged to begin 
his speech amid si noise and din that 
made it difficult for him to be heard 
ten feet away. The speaker was com- 
pelled to stop several times while the 
chairman urged upon the audience to 
restore order. People \vcro now mov- 
ing out in great numbers and the noi.se 
in the luill drowned the voice of the 
speaker.

The President and the gold monometal- 
lists who follow him in attempting to account for the panic /under false pre- 
tenses, discredited silver at liome and abroad, and dealt it the worst blow it 
ever had. Although England and Germany are now moving for bimetallism 
and the larger use of silver, the President remains silent and sends no repre- 
sentative of our government to co-operate in this movement. 


"Silver is the money of the constitution as much as gold; the people will 


have silver for money aud fight for it, and the contest will not end until it. has 
its proper place in the monetary system of the country. 


"The people am too intelligent to permit values to be measured-by gold 


alone, the production of which is constantly diminishing in the world. This 
would make money dearer, and property cheaper. Silver should be used as 
well as gold, aud the parity between both maintained. The time will come 
when the silver in the treasury will perform the functions of money as of old, 
and the trouble will be that there is not too much of it, but too little."

' clinations of any person who attended 
the grand ratification of the Democracy 
at the spacious Madison Square Garden, 
he must have been permeated with the 
blindest prejudice not to have been 
thrilled by the excitement and the en- 
thusiasm which prevailed during the 
entire time the notification ceremonies 
lasted. 
The presence of so stupendous 


a crowd of human beings was in itself 
an eloquent tribute to the importance 
attached to the occasion. And such a 
crowd as it was. 


Men and women poured into the vast 


auditorium in droves, in sections and in 
orderly inarching step. The opening 
of the doors was followed by a hurry- 
ing, scurrying rush of feet, and in they 
came, shouting, 
jumping, 
shoving, 


• pushing, all intent on reaching tlie 
places best available to see and hear all 
that was to be seen and heard. 
After 


a while the ingress 'became 
more 


orderly and the entrance of the audi- 


I ence settled down into a 
constant 


: movement of inflow of human beings. 


Outside the garden the wildest excite- 
ment had been prevailing. 


After six o'clock Inspector Cor tright, 


who had been placed in charge of the 
police arrangements, established a post 
at the corner of Madison avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street and began the 


j \vork of detailing his assistants and 
i their commands. In a very-short time 
a perfect cordon of police had been per- 


, fected on thc four sides of the building 
and none were allowed to cross the 
| line until tlie time advertised for the 
| opening of the doors. 
'Over 1,000 uni- 
| formed policemen were stationed in 
: and about the hall. 


About 7 o'clock the doors were thrown 


open and despite the efforts of the po- 


j lice to restrain' them, the crowds on 


I every side made desperate rushes for 


i the entrances.

A wild scene of tunmoil ensued at 


i the main entrance. 
Men, women and 


j policemen were jumbled together in an 


i indiscriminate mob. Men tore their 


I own and each other's clothes in their 


j frantic endeavors to gain admission, 


and matters looked serious for some 
moments. Shniek after shriek came 
from the women in the struggling 
mass, and two or three of them fainted. 
Then the police rallied and with a 
vigorous use of their clubs formed, a 
line and therefore there was a, sem- 
blance of order. From floor to roof 
the garden was crowded with human 
beings.

hat the instrumentalities of the gov- 
rnment has been so often prostituted 
s to purposes of private gain. Those 
vho stand upon the Chicogo platform 
iclieve that the government should not 
inly avoid wrongdoing, but that it 
hould also prevent wrongdoings. And 
hoy believe that the laws should be 
nforeed alike against all enemies pf 
he public weal. 


"The Chicago platform has been cou- 


[einned by some because it dissents 
rom ;ux opinion rendered by the Su- 
n-erne court, declaring the income tax 
aw unconstitutional. 
Our critics even 


TO so far as to apply the name anareh- 
st to those who &t:uul upon that plank 
of the platform. It must be remem- 
bered tbat we expressly recognize the 
binding force of that decision so long 
is it stands as a part of the law of the 
and. 
There is iii the platform uo sug- 


jestion of an attempt to dispute the 
minority of the Supreme court. 
The 


party is simply pledged to use all the 
constitutional power whic'i remains 
iftcr 
that decision, or which may 


ioma from its reversal by the court as 
it may hereafter be constituted. 
Is 


there any disloyalty iu that pledge? 


When court's allow rehear mgs." he 


said, "they admit that error is possi- 
ble. The late decision against the in- 
come tax was rendered by a majority 
of one after a rehearing. 


While thc money question over- 


shadows all other questions in import- 
ance, I desire it distinctly understood,'' 
c->ntinued Mr. Bryan, "that 1 shall of- 
fer no apology for the income tax -plank 
of the Chicago platform. 
The hist in- 


come tax law sought to apportion the 
burdens of government more equit- 
ably among those who enjoy tlie pro- 
tection of the government. At present 
the expenses of the federal govern- 
ment, collected through 
international 


revenue taxes and import duties, are 
especially burdensome upon the poorer 
classes of society. A law which col- 
lects from some citi/.ens more than 
their share of the taxes and collects 
from other citizens less than their 
share is simply an indirect means of 
transferring one man's property to an- 
other man's pocket, and while the 
process may be. quite satisfactory to 
the men who escape just taxation, it 
can never be satisfactory to those who 
are overburdened. 


"Not only shall I refuse to apologize 


for the advocacy of an income tax law 
by the national convention, but I shall 
also refuse to apologize for the crercise 
by it of the right to dissent from a de- 
cision of the supreme court. 


"In a government like ours every 


public otlicial is a public servant and 
the people have a right to criticise his 
official acts. 
No public official who 


conscientiously discharges 
his duty 


will deny to those he serves the right 
to discuss his official conduct." 


Then entering upon what he declared 


to be the paramount issue of the cam- 
paign—the money question—Mr. Bryan 
said: 


"It is scarcely necessary to defend 


the principles of bi-metalism. No na- 
tional party during the entire history 
of the United States has ever declared 
against it. Three parties—the Demo- 
cratic, I'opulist and Silver parties— 
have not only declared for bimetalisir, 
but have outlined the specific legisla- 
tion necessary to restore silver to its 
ancient position by the side of gold. 
The Republican platform expressly de- 
clares that bimetallism is desireable 
when it pledges the Republican party 
to aid in securing it as soon os the as- 
sistance of certain 
foreign nations 


can be obtained. 
Those who rep- 


resented the minority sentiment of 
the Chicago convention opposed the 
free coinage of silver by the. United 
States by .independent action on the 
ground that in their judgment it would 
retard, or entirely prevent, the estab- 
lishment of international bimetallism, 
to which the efforts of the government 
should be steadily directed. When they 
asserted that the efforts should be 
steadily directed toward the establish- 
ment of international bimetallism, they 
condemned monometalism. The gold 
standard has been weighed in the bal- 
ance and found wanting. 
Take from 


it the powerful support of the money- 
owning and money-changing classes 
and it cannot stand for one day in any 
nation of the world. It was fastened 
upon the United States without dis- 
cussion before the 
people, and its 


friends have never yet been willing to 
risk a verdict before the voters upon 
that issue. 


Folio wing an earnest argument favor- 


ing the restoration of bimetallism Mr. 
Bryan said: 
"Perhaps the most persistent mis- 


representation that we have to meet is 
the charge that we are advocating the 
payment of debts in 50-cent dollars. 
At the present time and under present 
laws a silver dollar when melted loses 
nearly half its value, but that will not 
be true when we again establish a mint 
price for silver, and that no surplus sil- 
ver is upon the market to drag dowu 
the price of bullion. 
Under bimetal- 


ism silver bullion will be s worth aa 
much as silver coin, just as gold bulion 
s now worth as much as gold coin, and 
we bciieve that a silver dollar will be 
worth as much as a gold dollar. 


Those who deny thc ability of the 


United States to maintain the parity 
between gold and silver at the present 
legal ratio without foreign aid point to 
Mexico and assert that the opening of 
oue mints will reduce to a silver basis 
and raise gold to a premium. It is no 
reflection upon our sister republic to 
remind our people that the United 
States is much greater than .Mexico in 
area, in population, and in commercial 
strength. It is absurd to assert that* 
the United States is not able to do any- 
thing which Mexico has failed to ac- 
complish. 
The one thing necessary in 


order to maintain the parity is to fur- 
nish a demand great enough to utilize 
all the silver which will come to the 
mints. That Mexico failed to do this 
is no proof that the United States 
would also fail. In response to the 
argument that improved 
machinery 


has lessened the cost of producing sil- 
ver, Mr. Bryan said it sufficed to say 
that the same is true of the production 
of gold and knowing that gold has 
risen in value." 


There are some who, while admit- 


ting the benefits of bimetallism, object 
to coinage at the present ratio. [If they 
are deceived by this objection they 
ought to remember that there are no bi- 
metal lists who are earnestly endeavor- 
ing to secure ifc at any other ratio than 
16 to 1. We are opposed to any change 


in the ratio for two reasons! First, 
because a change would produce great 
injustice, and second, because a change 
in the ratios is not necessary. A change 
would Jproduce injustice because, if 
affected in the ninuuer usually suggest- 
ed, it would result in nn enormous con- 
traction in the volume of standard 
mouoy. 


The Ohicngo platform expressly de- 


clares iu favor of such legislation us 
may be necessary to prevent for the fu- 
ture the demonetization of nuy kind of 
legal-tender money by private contract. 
Such contracts arc objected to on the 
ground that they arc against public 
policy. 
No oue questions the^right of 


legislatures to fix the rate of interest 
which cnu be collected by law. 
There 


is far more reason for preventing pri- 
vate individuals from sotting aside 
logal-toudor laws. 
The mouoy which 


is by law made a legal tender must, in 
the course of ordinary business, be ac- 
cepted by 99 out of every 100 persons. 
Why should the ono hundredth man be 
permitted to exempt himself from the 
general rule? Special contracts have 
iv tendency to increase tho .demand for 
a particular kind of money and thus 
force it to u premium. 
Have not tho 


people a right to say that a compara- 
tively few individuals shall not bo per- 
mitted to derange the financial system 
of the nation in order to collect a prem- 
ium iu case they succeed in forciug 
one kiiin of mouoy to a premium? 


In conclusion, permit mo to say a 


word in regard to international bimet- 
allism. 
We are not opposed to an in- 


ternational agreement looking to the 
restoration of bimetallism throughout 
the world. The advocates of free coin- 
age have on all occasions showu their 
willingness to co-operato with other 
nations in the reinstatement of silver, 
but they are not willing to await tho 
pleasure of other governments when 
immediate relief is needed by tho peo- 
ple of the United, States, and they 
further believe that independent action 
offers better assurance of international 
bimetallism than servile independence 
upou foreign aid. For more than 
twenty years we have invited tho assis- 
tance of European nations, but all pro- 
gress in the direction of international 
bimetallism has been blocked by the 
opposition of those who derive a pecun- 
iary benefit from the appreciation of 
gold. 


Citizens of New York, I have trav- 


eled from the center of the continent to 
the seaboard that I might in the very 
beginning of :the campaign bring you 
greeting from the people of the West 
and South and assure you that their 
desire is not to destroy but to build up. 
They invite you to accept tho princi- 
ples of a, living faith rather than listen 
to those who preach the gospel of 
despair and advise eudnrance of the ills 
you have. ' 


I ask, I expect, your co-operation. It 


is true that a few of your financiers 
would fashion a new figure—a figure 
tepresenting Columbia, 
her 
hands 


bound fast with fetters of gold and her 
face turned toward the east appealing 
for assistance to those who live beyond 
the sen, but this figure cau never ex- 
press your idea of this nation. 


You would rather turn for inspira- 


tion to the heroic statue which guards 
the entrauce to your city, a statue as 
patriotic in conception as it is colossal 
in proportions; it was the gracious gift 
of a sister republic and stands upon a 
pedestal which waa built by tho Amer- 
ican people. 
That figure—liberty en- 


lightening the world—is emblematic of 
the mission of our nation among the 
nations of the earth.

Mr. Fritts is a widower, his wife 


laving- died two years ago last Novem- 
ber. 


Mr. Fritts' two children, according 


,o bis statement, bocarae devotedly a-t- 
jachcd to J\Iiss Rhode, and a corre- 
pondencc sprung up between him and 
the assistant matron, on the strength 
of the affection between her and his 
little folks. 


In an interview regarding the girl's 


terrible deed Mr. Fritts said: 


We were not exactly engaged to be 


married, although there was a tacit 
understanding between us tbat our re- 
lations might become closer. 
We cor- 


responded regularly from last Novem- 
ber until in April, of this year, our let- 
ters being very frequent, but about the 
first of last April there was a misun- 
derstanding between us. That is, our 
correspondence became cooler than it 
had "been. I began to see tbat'our dis- 
positions were not mated. Some of 
her habits did not suit me. In the first 
place, I objected to the class of litera- 
ture that she read. Then she said in 
one of her letters that I was addicted 
to the use of tobacco and that I must 
give up the use of the weed if we mar- 
ried. Several things of this kind con- 
vinced me that we were not mated for 
happiness and I decided, and last week 
I notified the young woman that we 
must sever our relations and that our 
understanding could go no farther." 


Fritts lias his office and rooms and 


boards at the Irving house on East 
Broad street, his office being room No. 
3 on the ground floor. The bouse is 
kept by Mrs. S. A. Walcutt. At twen- 
ty minutes before ten o'clock Wednes- 
day Miss Rhode entered the office car- 
rying in her hand a small traveling 
satchel. Mr. Fritz dismissed his clerk 
and a visitor and he and Miss Rhode 
"had it out." Miss Rhode asked him 
if be would not retract the words be 
used in his letter of last week, dismiss- 
ing their engagement. 
Fritts answer- 


ed that he could not recall the words, 
as be considered himself and 
her 


wholly unsuitcd and unmatcd. 
Miss 


Rhode entreated him to reconsider, but 
he was obdurate. 
Hhe walked up and 


down the floor several times and then 
asked if lie would fetch her u glass of 
water. 
Tie stepped to the hallway to 


get it and when be returned he no- 
ticed some colorless liquid running 
down lier chin. 


"My God, girl, what have you done?" 


lie asked, suspecting her act. 


"I have taken it." she answered. 
Fritts ran out to summon a doctor, 


but it was some time before one could 
be found, and when physicians arrived 
on the scene the unfortunate girl was 
past human aid. 
She, died in a few 


minutes after their arrival, having tak- 
en a. heavy dose of carbolic acid. 


The remains were laid on a couch in 


Fritts' office and the coroner was noti- 
fied. 
He made an examination of the 


body and the young woman's effects 
and, without rendering a formal ver- 
dict, gave it as his decided opinion 
tbat the death was due to causes as 
described above.

Mrs. Helen Gelrach has filed a sensa- 


tional suit for alimony against her hus- 
band, Conrod Gerlach. Her petition is 
very lengthy and is a recital of innum- 
erable domestic woes winch makes a 
very spicy story. The prominence of 
the parties lends additonal interest to 
the proceedings. It will be remem- 
bered that she filed a similar suit in 
^Colnmubs last fall but it was with- 
drawn and a statement signed by Mrs. 
Gerlach was published denying all the 
charges made in her petition. In this 
last suit she says that she signed the 
statement thinking that it was merely 
an order dismissing the suit. 


The parties wore married' May 1, 


1875, at which time Mr. Gerlach was a 
widower with four children, one of 
whom has since died, two are in busi- 
ness in Colurnbns, and Minnie, age 31, 
lives with her father on East Second 
street. They have four children—Wil- 
liam, of Columbus; Arthur, who is at 
-school at Gethseinane, Ky. ; and Oarl 
and Lizzie, age 11 and 4, respectively, 
living with their mother. Mrs. Ger- 
lach says that in March 1889 her hus- 
band began a series of petty persecu- 
tions which have continued ever since 
and which grow "more insulting from 
time to time, -until they have become 
•unbearable and she can not livo with 
him with safety to health and life. 
The persecutions consist of offensive 


' and insulting language by her husband 


and his daughter. 


The petition then recites among 


others the following incidents: For 
years he has been in the habit of apply- 
ing to her this German expression, 
"Da 
Schlechter Mensch," which in 


EngUsh means an abandoned woman or 
prostitute. 
She says he has no reason 


lor it but has repeatedly used it the 
past six years. 
He has told her that 


she is crazy and that he would incar- 
cerate her in an insane asylum, holding 
that threat over her repeatedly. 
Mrs. 


Gerlach further says that; his daughter 
Minnie took a hand in it and called her 
vile names, both in her father's pret=J 
ence and his absence. When Mrs. Ger- 
lach complained to her husband he 
laughed at her and refused to compel 
.his daughter to treat her with tho re- 
spect due her as his wife. 
For six 


years he has failed to furnish money 
for her personal use, suitablo to her 
station in life. 
His cruelty is largely 


exercised toward her at the table in the 
presence of the family so that she has 
been compelled to eat at a separate 
table. 


The petition here says that the 


daughter Minnie calls her a "Xantippe 
wife," and goes about tho house com 
posing and singing songs in which she 
ridicules Mrs. Gorlach and her per- 
sonal appearance. 


Last October Mrs. Gerlach went to 


Columbus and brought suit against her 
husband. 
She was finally induced to 


drop the suit and sign a paper which 
she thought was an order to dismiss the 
case, but which proved to be a state- 
ment taking back all she had said about 
him and reflecting on her attorneys. 
This she says the defendant had pub- 
lished in the Columbus and Ports- 
mouth papers. One of the conditions 
on which she dropped the suit was that 
the daughter Minnip should not live 
•with them. However, five weeks ago 
she came back. 


She eays that since July 1, Mr. Ger- 


lach has given her only $7 for her 
household expenses and clothing for 
herself and two children. She has been 
eating at a separate table and Minnie 
•would come in and darken the room to 
annoy her. On August 5th, the de- 
fendant called her a lousy 
thing, 


threatened to send her to an asylum 
and taunted her about her mother, now 


She says that her husband is worth 


$100,000 and has a largo sum of 
money. She fears that he will transfer 
the property to defeat her arid asks 
that ho bo enjoined from so doing. She 
says that she is destitute and asks for 
an allowance for her support and that 
of her children and for her expenses 
dnriug the poudancy of the suit. Upon 
final hearing she asks for permanent 
alimony, authority to live apart from 
him, and such other relief as tho law 
may allow. Evans & Livingstone are 
her attorneys. 


ANOTHER UNHAPPY PAIR, 
Hattio Flannigan has brought suit 


for divorce form Michael Flannigan, to 
whom she was married April 9th, 1890, 
and by whom she has one child, Nellie, 
age 5 years. 
He was an engineer at 


that time employed on the C. P. & V.
